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State  of  Israel  Bonds  to  honor  Sara  and  Zeev  Vered

He  was  born  in  Oberhausen,  Germany;  she  in  Tel 
Aviv,  Israel.  Both  were  with  the  Haganah  and  fought 
in  Israel’s  War  of  Independence;  he  as  an  officer,  she  as 
a wireless  operator. 

This  June,  Sara  and  Zeev  Vered,  whose  longstand- 
ing history  of  commitment  to  Jewish  causes  is  leg- 
endary, will  be  honored  by  State  of  Israel  Bonds. 

The  tribute  to  the  Vereds  will  take  the  form  of  a 
gala  Israeli  Champagne  Brunch,  on  Sunday,  June  9 at 
Machzikei  Hadas  Congregation.  Yeshayahu  Anug,  for- 
mer ambassador  of  Israel  to  Canada,  will  be  the 
keynote  speaker. 

In  making  the  announcement,  Amie  Vered  said: 
“Since  arriving  in  Ottawa  in  the  50s,  my  mother  and 
my  father  have  worked  individually  and  together  in 
achieving  goals  that  have  benefitted  Israel,  our  Jewish 
community  and  our  community  at  large. 

"For  my  family  and  me  it  is  a labor  of  love  to  honor 
Sara  and  Zeev  Vered  through  the  State  of  Israel  Bonds 
Campaign.” 

Zeev  Vered  was  bom  Wolf  Wirth  in  1926,  the  third 
of  four  children  in  a German  Jewish  family.  In  the 
early  1930s,  his  father,  a successful  businessman  and 
ardent  Zionist,  uprooted  the  family  to  Holland  where, 
he  felt,  it  would  be  easier  to  procure  visas  to  emigrate 
to  Palestine.  He  was  mistaken  and  the  Wirths 
returned  to  Germany. 

“Then,  one  day  in  1935,  my  father  saw  the  Hitler 
Youth  marching,  came  home  and  said  ‘that’s  that’,” 
Zeev  remembers.  Once  again,  the  Wirth  family  pulled 
up  stakes,  this  time  reaching  their  destination. 

When  he  entered  school  in  Haifa,  Wolf’s  teacher

told  him,  “Here  you  will  be  called  Zeev.”  (Hebrew  for 
Wolf). 

With  the  outbreak  of  the  Second  World  War,  Zeev, 


then  14,  joined  the  Haganah. 

The  young  recruit  ultimately  fought  with  the 
Haganah’s  Givati  battalion.  Shortly  after  Israel’s  vic- 
tory in  the  War  of  Independence,  Prime  Minister 
David  Ben  Gurion  asked  all  Israeli  army  officers  to 
hebraicize  their  names.  Zeev  Wirth  readily  complied, 
becoming  Zeev  Vered. 

Zeev  might  have  carved  out  a career  in  the  Israel 
Defense  Forces  but  a chance  meeting  changed  his  life. 
Returning  to  Israel  by  boat  from  Cyprus,  a friend  of 
Zeev’s  encountered  the  first  group  of  McGill  Universi- 
ty students  en  route  to  Israel.  Hearing  that  they  want- 
ed to  find  someone  to  show  them  the  country,  he  sug- 
gested Zeev  Vered. 

When  a participant  in  the  group  learned  Zeev 
wanted  to  study  engineering  but  couldn’t  afford  to,  she 
suggested  he  apply  as  a foreign  student  to  McGill. 

Despite  the  fact  that  he  had  not  fully  completed  his 
high  school  studies,  in  1950,  Zeev  was  accepted  into 
second  year  Civil  Engineering.  Both  he  and  Sara,  who 
enrolled  in  another  discipline,  made  history  as 
McGill’s  first  Israeli  students. 

Following  graduation  Zeev  negotiated  a deal  with 
Ottawan  Sam  Macy  to  construct  an  apartment  build- 
ing. After  he  commuted  between  Montreal  and  Ottawa 
for  six  months,  Sara  and  their  young  son,  Gilad,  joined 
him  in  Ottawa  in  March  1956. 

Zeev  went  on  to  found  Ron  Engineering  and  Con- 
struction Ltd.,  Arnon  Development  Corporation  Ltd. 
and  Gilad  Parking.  As  he  prospered,  countless  causes 
in  the  Jewish  and  general  communities  and  in  Israel 
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Yom  Ha’Atzmaut  celebrations

The  Jewish  community  of 
Ottawa  will  come  together  at 
151  Chapel  on  Tuesday 
evening,  April  23,  to  cele- 
brate Yom  Ha'Atzmaut, 
Israel’s  48th  anniversary  of 
independence.  The  Jewish 
Community  Centres  annual 
birthday  party  for  Israel  will 
be  a ruach-filled  celebration 
with  lots  of  singing,  dancing, 
food,  and  hands-on  activi- 
ties. Admission  is  free  to  encourage  everyone 
in  the  community  to  attend. 

The  evening  will  begin  at  6:45  pm  sharp 
with  a solemn  Yom  Hazikaron  memorial  ser- 
vice in  honor  of  those  who  died  to  ensure  the 
existence  of  the  State  of  Israel.  The  Israella 
Singers  under  the  direction  of  Shirley  Stein- 
berg will  commemorate  their  sacrifice. 

Then,  at  sunset,  the  sound  of  a siren  will 
announce  the  beginning  of  Yom  Ha’  Atzmaut 
and  the  celebration  will  begin.  Israeli  singer 
Shelly  Ovdat  will  lead  the  community  in  the 


singing  and  dancing. 

The  spirit  of  Israel  will  be  evoked  in  a vari- 
ety of  displays  and  projects.  A mini  Kotel  will 
be  set  up  and  people  will  be  encouraged  to 
write  personal  messages  and  wishes  to  place 
on  the  wall.  All  messages  will  then  be  sent  to 
Israel. 

Posters  and  murals  by  the  students  of  the 
various  Hebrew  schools  on  the  theme  of 
“Building  for  our  Future”  will  decorate  the 
walls  of  the  auditorium.  A photography  dis- 
play of  Israel’s  flora  and  fauna  will  be  provid- 
ed by  the  Embassy  of  Israel,  as  well  as  pho- 
tographs of  Israel  taken  by  Ottawans  as  part 
of  the  JCC’s  “Picture  Israel”  Photo  Contest. 

An  activity  everyone  will  want  to  take  part 
in  will  be  the  “Buy-a-Tile,  Build-a-Wall"  pro- 
ject. 

For  $5.00,  a family  or  individual  can  pur- 
chase a tile  and  paint  a design  on  it  — a pic- 
ture, a message  of  hope  or  even  a family 
name.  All  tiles  will  be  incorporated  into  a spe- 
cial wall  at  the  new  JCC. 

Balloons  and  face-painting  will  add  to  the 
festive  spirit  and  Israeli-style  food  will  be 
available  from  5:00  p.m. 

On  Wednesday,  April  24,  the  community  is 
invited  to  Ottawa  City  Hall  at  12:15  pm  for  the 
raising  of  the  flag  of  Israel.  Mayor  Jacqueiin 
Holzman  will  bring  greetings  from  the  City  of 
Ottawa  and  Eli  Yerushalmi,  charge  d’affaires 
of  the  Embassy  of  Israel,  will  give  a brief 
address.  Musical  entertainment  will  be  provid- 
ed by  Floralove  Katz  and  Natasha  Guiller. 

The  JCC  invites  the  community  to  join 
together  to  celebrate  Israel's  independence 
and  vitality. 


Putting  the  “ J 99 
back  into  the  JCC

If  Ann  Lynn  Lipton  had  her 
way,  ‘Boruch  Haba’  would  be 
written  on  every  JCC  staffer's 
forehead  and  every  JCC  mem- 
ber would  have  a sign  read- 
ing, This  is  mine,  I belong 
here.’ 

An  impossibility,  of  course, 
but  Lipton  intends  to  create  a 
warm,  homey,  glad-to-be-here 
atmosphere  that  says  it  all  in 
the  new  JCC. 

While  the  community  pulls 
together  to  turn  a longtime 
dream  into  reality,  JCC  Exec- 
utive Director  Ann  Lynn  Lip- 
ton is  mandated  with  ensur- 
ing the  dream  lives  up  to  its 
promise. 

And  she  knows  exactly 
what  she's  going  to  do. 

“In  Wilkes  Barre  there 
were  always  people  smiling 
and  laughing  in  the  JCC 
lobby,”  Lipton  says,  recalling 
her  years  as  assistant  commu- 
nity director  of  that  city’s  JCC 
and  Federation.  “Whenever  I 
needed  a laugh  I would  leave 
my  office  on  the  second  floor 
and  go  downstairs." 

Lipton  means  to  develop 
the  same  feeling  of  ‘hamishe 
chaos’  in  the  Ottawa  JCC. 


The  JCC  should  be  a home 
away  from  home  for  every  Jew 
in  our  community,”  she  says. 
"It  should  look  beautiful  and 
be  as  clean  and  inviting  as 
possible.  And  there  should  be 
a kind  of  excitement  running 
through  it;  noisy  and  busy 
with  children  running  around, 
seniors  shmoozing,  people 
playing  cards  and  doing  the 
things  they  like  to  do  togeth- 
er.0 

Lipton  plans  to  model  the 
Ottawa  JCC  on  the  facility 
she  helped  develop  in  Penn- 
sylvania. 

“What  we  want  is  a feeling 
of  family,  a feeling  that  every- 
one is  tolerant  of  everyone 
else,”  she  says.  “A  feeling  that 
at  the  JCC  everyone  is  com- 
fortable and  welcome.” 

Lipton  already  has  put  her 
combined  background  in  Jew- 
ish education  and  JCC  admin- 
istration to  work.  Along  with 
her  staff,  she  has  produced  a 
raft  of  exciting  and  excellent 
programs  for  Spring  ‘96.

It  is  the  topic  of  “community”,  in  the 
broadest  sense,  that  I touch  upon  in  virtu- 
ally every  column,  speech,  meeting  and 
even  casual  discussion.  Dr.  Sid  Kardash, 
this  year’s  UJA  campaign  chair,  exempli- 
fies the  very  best  of  our  community. 

Sid  is  doing  community  work  of  the 
highest  order:  raising  funds  for  our  com- 
munity’s beneficiary  agencies  and  for 
Israel  - funds  that  are  used  here  in 
Ottawa  for  the  children  of  our  schools,  for 
the  needy  through  JFS,  for  the  elderly  at 
Hillel  Lodge,  for  the  whole  community 
through  JCC  programs  and  for  the  immi- 
gration and  resettlement  in  Israel  of 
imperiled  Jews  from  throughout  the 
world. 

As  part  of  a talk  to  the  graduating  class 
of  Hillel  Academy,  Sid  wanted  to  see  how 
many  of  these  Grade  8 students  were 
involved  in  some  way  in  the  community. 
As  it  turns  out,  every  single  student  in  the 
class  is  involved  in  at  least  one  way,  and 
usually  more,  in  both  the  Jewish  and  gen- 
eral Ottawa  communities.  That  is  quite  an 
accomplishment  and  bodes  well  for  these 
students  as  future  leaders  of  our  Ottawa 
Jewish  community. 


Students  are  not  the  only  people 
with  whom  Sid  has  been  talking.  He 
has  met  with  synagogue  boards  and 
school  boards,  major  donors  and 
much  smaller  donors,  and  committee 
upon  committee.  He  has  worked  tire- 
lessly with  the  professional  adminis- 
tration of  our  community  as  well  as 
hundreds  of  committed  volunteer 
canvassers  on  the  UJA  team.  Primary 
among  them  is  Naomi  Lipsky  Cracower 
who  so  ably  chaired  Women’s  Division. 

Sid  Kardash  has  expanded  his  UJA  cab- 
inet to  include  representation  from  our 
synagogues  and  local  agencies.  He  has 
made  the  UJA  campaign  a more  inclusive 
community-wide  effort  and  has  brought 
people  into  the  campaign  who  may  not 
have  otherwise  been  involved. 

Notwithstanding  the  involvement  of  so 
many  individuals,  the  one  year  stint  as 
campaign  chair  feels  like  a lonely 
marathon.  I know  that  virtually  every  day 
and  night,  Sid’s  life  is  consumed  by  the 
campaign. 

In  addition  to  raising  funds  for  the  ongo- 
ing operations  of  our  community,  Sid  has 
served  as  a fine  ambassador;  he  and  his 
team  have  strenghthened  the  bonds  within 
our  community.  Leading  by  example,  he 
has  dedicated  himself  to  building  a better 
Ottawa  Jewish  community.  Sid  Kardash 
has  handled  himself  with  distinction  and 
proven  himself  to  be  a passionate  advocate 
and  leader  of  our  Jewish  community. 

We  wish  Sid  and  his  whole  campaign 
team  a yasher  koach  for  a job  well  done. 


The  singles  crisis 


Ron,  age  35,  a comfortable  Jewish  profes- 
sional attends  synagogue  regularly,  is  active 
in  the  community,  but  can’t  find  a nice  Jew- 
ish woman. 

Mrs.  Cohen  would  like  to  know  why  her 
daughter  Carol,  30,  can’t  find  a nice  Jewish 
man. 

David  and  Susan  would  like  to  find  a nice 
man  for  their  mother  Judy,  age  50. 

When  G-d  created  the  world.  He  looked 
“and  saw  that  it  was  good.”  G-d  realized  that 
‘it  is  not  good  for  man  to  be  alone.”  From  the 
time  of  creation,  individuals  have  been  strug- 
gling, trying  to  find  their  "Zivug”  (their  match). 

There  are  individuals  who  have  chosen  to  be 
single  and  are  not  searching  for  their  match. 
For  the  searchers,  however,  finding  a match  in 
our  Jewish  community  can  be  a painful  and 
frustrating  experience.  This  personal  crisis 
applies  to  both  men  and  women.  As  a commu- 
nity concerned  with  continuity  and  intermar- 
riage this  becomes  a communal  issue.  The  solu- 
tion, then,  must  be  community  wide.  The  sin- 
gles crisis  is  of  concern  to  all  the  rabbis  and 
Jewish  professionals,  yet  none  of  us  can  solve 
this  problem  single-handedly.  No  synagogue  or 
Jewish  communal  agency  can  by  itself  truly 
satisfy  the  needs  of  its  own  members. 

My  suggestion,  therefore,  is  a community- 
wide Task  Force  on  Singles.  This  task  force 
would  cross  all  territorial  boundaries  and  baili- 
wicks within  the  community  with  the  aim  of 
developing  cooperative  programming  for  the 
needs  of  our  singles. 

Singles  scenes  run  the  gamut  of  “the  bar 
scene",  “singles  clubs",  “singles  registries”,  and 
“shadchan  services".  The  problem,  as  one  of  my 
congregants  pointed  out,  is  that  some  “meet 
markets”  are  viewed  as  “meat  markets”.  There 
are  no  simple  answers  to  an  extremely  complex 
problem  that  has  been  perplexing  singles  and 
communities  for  many  years. 

The  problems  of  the  “seeking  single"  can  be 
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viewed  on  two  levels,  internal  and  external. 
Internally,  many  singles  set  themselves  up  for 
failure  by  unrealistic  expectations  of  them- 
selves, their  potential  match  and  of  the  com- 
munity resources  available  to  them.  External- 
ly, sometimes  there  truly  are  no  appropriate 
programs  for  the  needs  of  some  individuals. 
Nevertheless,  the  loneliness  is  very  real  for 
those  who  are  searching.  Many  of  us,  well 
meaning  as  we  may  be,  sometimes  contribute 
to  the  frustrations  of  the  seeking  single. 

When  tickets  to  communal  events  are  priced 
per  couple,  or  with  family  rates,  how  is  a single 
to  react?  Unwelcome,  uncounted,  invisible  - at 
the  end  just  plain  lonely.  At  holiday  and  vaca- 
tion times,  somehow,  some  of  our  single  friends 
tend  to  be  forgotten. 

Our  community  thankfully  is  blessed  by 
many  caring  individuals  and  there  are  good 
programs  available.  Some  existing  community 
programs  could  become  singles  programs  with 
little  additional  effort.  For  example,  in  Min- 
neapolis, Super  Sunday  invited  singles  to  work 
the  last  shift  which  was  followed  by  a singles 
party. 

Many  single  parents,  usually  single  mothers, 
can  find  support,  scholarships,  reduced  mem- 
berships, family  education  and  day  care  to  ease 
their  task  of  single  parenting.  Some  of  our  syn- 
agogues have  sponsored  singles  programs,  and 
our  JCC  has  a growing  program  and  a staff  per- 
son working  the  singles  scene.  Much  more,  how- 
ever, needs  to  be  done  in  a coordinated  effort 
involving  all  segments  of  our  community.

tion  in  worthwhile  communal 
activities,”  she  says.  “And 
we’re  getting  as  many  people 
as  we  can  to  serve  on  commit- 
tees and  long-term  planning 
task  forces  so  that  when  we 
open  the  doors  on  Broadview 
in  1998,  we’ll  have  a lot  of 
activities  and  inter-genera- 
tional programs  that  reflect 
the  whole  community’s 
needs." 

To  date,  50  volunteers  have 
stepped  forward  to  be  part  of 
the  planning  process,  and  Lip- 
ton  is  looking  for  as  many 
more  as  she  can  find. 

“A  JCC  is  a state  of  mind,” 
she  says.  “The  building  is  a 
part  of  it,  but  it  is  also  a sense 
of  connectedness,  an  invisible 
string  that  connects  us  all 
together.  It’s  not  just  a Jewish 
Community  Centre  but  the 
centre  of  the  Jewish  communi- 
ty, not  only  for  individuals  but 
for  organizations  as  well. 

“What  makes  us  different 
than  other  community  centres 
is  the  soul,  the  Jewish  soul. 
And  that  can  be  transmitted 
in  so  many  different  ways,” 
Lipton  says. 

“I  want  to  create  a feeling 
of  mishpocha  in  our  JCC,  a 
feeling  of  connected  mish- 
pocha, that  will  reach  out  to 
everybody.” 

In  the  short  time  since  her 
arrival  in  Ottawa  in  January, 
the  JCC  has  seen  a revival  of 
the  Jewish  Artists’  Guild, 
some  of  whose  works,  she 
hopes,  will  decorate  the  new 
Broadview  Campus  building. 
The  JCC  Concert  Band  has 
also  been  revitalized  and,  Lip- 


ton promises,  the  community 
will  be  hearing  much  more 
from  the  talented  group  of 
musicians. 

Among  the  many  family 
activities  currently  on  the 
drawing  board  is  a Yom 
Ha’Atzmaut  program  entitled 
‘Buy  A Tile,  Build  A Wall,’ 
where  parents  and  children 
together  will  paint  and  put 
their  signatures  on  a tile  to  be 
put  up  on  a wall  of  the  new 
JCC. 

Lipton  is  determined, 
through  programming,  to  put 
the  ‘J’  back  into  the  JCC. 

“You  know,  the  expression 
‘Das  Pintele  Yid?”  she  asks. 
“Well,  there’s  a little  flicker  of 
“Das  Pintele  Yid”  in  all  of  us 
and,  if  you  do  the  right  thing, 
if  you  offer  the  right  kind  of 
programs,  you  can  turn  the 
flicker  into  a flame.” 

Lipton  is  delighted  with  the 
enormous  sense  of  leadership 
exhibited  by  JCC  President 
Ron  Prehogan  and  his  board 
who  determined  that  what 
they  needed  in  an  executive 
director  was  someone  with 
Jewish  programming  experi- 
ence. 

“They  have  exhibited  great 
sensitivity  in  spearheading 
the  formation  of  focus  groups 
to  explore  what  the  communi- 
ty wants  in  terms  of  its  new 
Centre,"  Lipton  says.  “I  am 
very  proud  to  be  working 
closely  with  all  of  them. 

‘This  is  a wonderful  Jewish 
community  with  a great  many 
resources  and  it  deserves  a 
wonderful  and  vibrant  JCC," 
’ she  adds.

benefitted  from  his  time,  commitment  and  phil- 
anthropy. 

Most  recently,  he  and  Sara  established  the 
Charpak/Vered  Exchange  Fellowship  with  the 
Weizmann  Institute.  The  grateful  open  heart 
surgery  patient  also  presented  the  largest  gift 
ever  donated  to  the  University  of  Ottawa  Heart 
Institute  and  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital. 

Sara  Charpak  was  born  in  Tei  Aviv  in  1929, 
the  year  of  the  Hebron  massacre. 

“My  father  had  been  negotiating  for  a permit 
to  open  a soft  drink  factory  in  Hebron  but  the 
official  was  giving  him  the  run-around  so  he 
went  to  Jerusalem  and  opened  a grocery  store," 
Sara  says.  “That  cat-and-mouse  game  saved  my 
family." 

Sara’s  parents  immigrated  to  Israel  from 
Russia  at  the  end  of  World  War  I.  An  astute 
businessman,  her  father  eventually  bought  out 
a bankrupt  pasta  factory  and  ultimately  amal- 
gamated the  business  with  two  others  to  pro- 
duce the  renowned  Osem  line  of  food  products. 

Sara  and  her  three  siblings,  a sister  and  two 
brothers,  grew  up  in  Jerusalem.  As  a high  school 
student  she  joined  Hagam,  a Haganah  youth- 
affiliate.  In  grade  12,  she  was  chosen  to  serve  in 
the  communications  branch  of  the  Haganah  as  a 
wireless  operator. 

“It  was  very  secret,  a 
tremendous  responsibility  for  a U ^ 

17  year  old,"  she  explains.  “If 
you  were  caught  with  a trans- 
mitter you’d  be  sent  to  jail.” 

As  the  fight  for  indepen- 
dence escalated,  Sara  received 
increasingly  dangerous  assign- 
ments. 

“It  got  so  bad  that  I realized 
if  the  Arabs  didn't  kill  me  my 
mother  would!”  she  laughs. 

At  McGill,  Sara  registered  in 
a political  science  and  econom- 
ics program.  The  birth  of  son, 

Gilad,  terminated  that  segment 
of  her  education.

Tamir  Foundation  is  very  fortunate  indeed  to  have  Robyn 
Ruttenberg  among  its  company  of  devoted  volunteers.  In  her 
own  unique  way,  she  remains  a welcome  sight  in  our  midst; 
a ray  of  sunshine  on  a dull  wintry  day.  Robyn  recently  grad- 
uated from  Career  Canada  College  in  medical  lab  assisting 
and  is  also  involved  in  organizing  activities  for  the  National 
Conference  of  Synagogue  Youth.  She  enjoys  participating  in 
our  “Passover  Third  Seder”  and  this  year  she  planned  a spe- 
cial program  for  the  residents  so  that  each  could  take  part  in 
the  celebration. 

She  is  a busy  young  person,  engrossed  in  her  own  studies 
and  involved  in  the  Jewish  community,  and  when  asked  how 
she  finds  the  time  to  continue  her  weekly  visits,  she 
remarks:  “Tamir  is  my  second  home,  my  extended  family 
and  I truly  value  every  second  I spend  with  the  guys." 

On  Wednesdays,  Robyn  shares  her  extensive  knowledge 
of  Jewish  tradition,  philosophy  and  Hebrew  with  Michael 
Penso  at  Tamir’s  group  home.  Michael  is  currently  practis- 
ing brachot  for  an  upcoming  ‘aliyah’  at  Agudath  Israel  Con- 
gregation. When  prayers  have  been  recited  and  studies  com- 
pleted, he  also  enjoys  engaging  in  informal  talk  with  Robyn, 
entertaining  her  with  his  unyielding  logic.  During  their  ses- 
sions, Robyn  gets  a kick  out  of  the  way  Mike  tests  her  con- 
centration. He'll  skip  over  a couple  of  Hebrew  words  and 
then  glance  sideways  to  see  if  she’s  noticed!  Occasionally 
Robyn  concludes  her  visits  by  staying  for  supper,  and  the 
rest  of  the  guys  are  delighted  to  share  this  time  with  her. 

Robyn  continues  on  her  way  to  Lee  Waxman’s  “Supported 
Independent  Living"  apartment,  to  teach  him  the  Hebrew 
alphabet.  Here  the  discussion  takes  a different  direction, 
ranging  in  topics  from  the  location  of  G-d  to  questions  con- 
cerning the  weekly  reading  of  the  Torah.  In  Robyn’s  words: 
“Sometimes  the  existential  nature  of  Lee’s  questions  just 
blows  me  away!" 

Once  a month,  on  Sunday,  as  part  of  her  volunteer  com- 
mitment, Robyn  visits  the  Rideau  Regional  Centre  in 
Smiths  Falls  where  she  provides  “Jewish  Cultural  Pro- 
gramming" to  14  residents.  This  venture  enables  Robyn  to 
reach  out  to  a group  of  people  hungry  for  a taste  of  their 
Jewish  culture.  Of  course,  they  also  appreciate  the  taste  of 
the  “nosh"  she  and  Tamir  counsellor  Joe  Marques  offer  dur- 
ing each  visit! 

Finally,  Robyn  describes  the  time  she  spends  at  Tamir  as 
“quality  time  in  a busy  day”.  She  states  that  no  matter  how 
she  feels  upon  entering  Tamir,  she  always  leaves  with  a 
smile  and  an  inner  feeling  of  having  made  a difference.

A childhood  of  pain

Yonat  Klar,  an  Israeli  actress 
who  is  visiting  Ottawa  for  a year, 
recently  performed  a one-woman 
show,  Childhood:  A True  Story  of 
the  Holocaust  at  Temple  Israel. 

Based  on  the  1972  autobiograph- 
ical book,  Childhood , by  Jona  Ober- 
ski,  who  now  lives  and  works  in 
Amsterdam  as  a nuclear  physicist, 
the  play  tells  the  devastating  story 
of  how  young  Jona  and  his  parents  Yona 

were  forced  in  the  middle  of  the 
night  to  leave  Nazi-occupied  Amsterdam  on  a 
train  bound  for  Bergen-Belsen. 

Using  very  few  props  - mainly  toys  meant  as 


birthday  gifts  but  never  opened  by 
Jona  before  being  torn  from  his  home 
- Yonat  nevertheless  manages  to 
help  the  audience  sympathize  with 
the  pain  and  terror  of  a child  who 
loses  his  parents  while  he  is  still 
young. 

Yonat,  a child  of  Holocaust  sur- 
vivors, says  she  performs  Childhood 
“because  the  subject  chose  me." 

A graduate  of  the  University  of 
£1^  Connecticut’s  Theatre  and  Judaic 

Studies  program,  she  currently 
works  at  Massuah,  an  institute  for  teaching  the 
Holocaust  to  students  from  Israel  and  other 
countries. 


Leonard  Lefkovitch  to  discuss

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A remarkable

In  the  April  8,  1996  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  Dr.  Erwin 
Koranyi,  in  possession  of  a passport  issued  by  Swedish  diplo- 
mat Raoul  Wallenberg, shared  his  experiences  in  the  Second 
World  War.  In  this  issue  his  wife,  Edie  Koranyi,  tells  her 
story.

On  Sunday  afternoon,  March 
19,  1944,  Eda  Rona  was  swim- 
ming with  school  chums  in  a 
public  pool  in  Budapest. 

“All  of  a sudden  we  see  these 
boots  marching  along  the  side  of 
the  pool  area,”  she  remembers, 

“and  we  hear  shouts  of,  ‘Jews! 

Out!  Out!' " 

So  began  an  odyssey  of  terror 
for  the  Jewish  teenager  who, 
miraculously,  would  survive  the 
war  and  wind  up  in  Canada 
with  fellow  Hungarian,  Dr.  Erwin  Koranyi. 

The  second  of  three  sisters,  Eda,  affectionately  known  as 
Edie,  was  born  and  raised  in  Hungary.  Like  many  Jews,  for 
purposes  of  business,  Edie’s  father  had  Hungarianized  the 
family  surname:  Rosenbaum  became  Rona.  Edie  was  just  12 
when  her  mother  died  shortly  before  the  Second  World  War 
from  complications  following  surgery.  Six  months  earlier, 
Margaret  Rona  had  refused  a cousin’s  offer  to  take  her  three 
daughters  to  safety  in  Uruguay. 

“You  know,  in  those  days,  even  after  the  invasion  of  Aus- 
tria, we  felt  ‘it’s  never  going  to  happen  in  Hungary'.  Why,  my 
father  had  been  decorated  for  fighting  in  the  First  World 
War!  We  were  fools  like  everybody  in  Europe,”  she  says. 

From  March  19  to  April  1,  Edie  was  confined  in  a 
Budapest  Jewish  seminary  with  hundreds  of  others.  She 
tried,  in  vain,  to  get  a message  out  to  her  family. 

“We  slept  on  the  floor  and  they  gave  us  minimal  food,”  she 
remembers.  "The  conditions  were  terrible.  We  never

Jewish  cemetery 
in  Venice  languishes 
in  neglected  state 


VENICE  (JTA)  - Nearly  180 
years  ago,  when  the  great  Eng- 
lish poet  Lord  Byron  lived  here, 
he  loved  to  go  horseback  riding 
on  the  Lido,  the  strip  of  island 
that  protects  the  Venetian 
Lagoon  from  the  Adriatic  Sea. 

With  companions  such  as 
fellow  poet  Percy  Bysshe  Shel- 
ley, he  would  ride  through 
what  Shelley  described  as  a 
sandy,  windswept  wasteland. 

It  was  an  especially  haunt- 
ing wasteland,  however. 

“The  spot  where  we  usually 
rode,”  wrote  Byron's  friend, 
British  Consul  Richard  Bel- 
grave  Hoppner,  “was  a Jewish 
cemetery  whose  walls  had  been 
pulled  down  and  stones  over- 
turned by  the  French." 

The  ancient  Jewish  Ceme- 
tery on  the  Venice  Lido  was 
founded  in  the  1380s,  but  by 
the  time  Byron  was  riding 
there,  it  had  not  been  used  for 
burials  for  half  a century. 

Although  the  cemetery  is 
one  of  the  treasures  of  Euro- 
pean Jewish  heritage,  it  has 
languished  in  a virtually  aban- 
doned state  for  more  than  200 
years  while  the  rest  of  the  Lido 
was  developed  into  an  area  of 
homes,  beach  resorts,  hotels 
and  a big  casino. 

Time,  neglect  and  human 
destruction  have  taken  their 
toll,  and  today  alarm  bells  are 
going  off  about  the  cemetery's 
deteriorating  condition. 

Venice’s  tiny  Jewish  commu- 
nity as  well  as  international 
monuments  preservation  orga- 
nizations such  as  Save  Venice, 


Inc.  and  the  World  Monuments 
Fund  are  seeking  sponsors  for 
urgently  needed  repairs  and 
conservation  operations. 

“Unless  we  intervene,  little 
will  remain  after  only  a few 
more  years,”  according  to  the 
current  issue  of  the  Save 
Venice,  Inc.  newsletter. 

‘This  cemetery  has  had  a 
tormented  life,”  said  Aldo  Izzo, 
a Jewish  retired  sea  captain 
who  has  devoted  the  past 
decade  to  looking  after  both  the 
ancient  cemetery  and  a newer 
Jewish  cemetery  nearby. 

For  four  centuries,  the 
ancient  cemetery  served  as  the 
only  burial  ground  for  Venetian 
Jews.  Funerals  took  place  in 
convoys  of  gondolas  that  set 
sail  from  the  ghetto,  at  the 
northern  edge  of  Venice. 

The  cemetery  was  finally 
abandoned  about  1770,  and  the 
newer  cemetery,  which  is  still 
in  use  today,  was  opened  sever- 
al hundred  yards  away. 

In  the  1920s,  a large  part  of 
the  cemetery  was  destroyed  to 
construct  a road  along  the 
shore.  Tombstones  were  pulled 
up  and  laid  on  the  ground  or 
against  the  walls  in  the  main 
cemetery  area  - and  here  they 
remain  to  this  day.

A rabbi  quickly  learns  he  must  make  a 
tremendous  commitment  in  terms  of  time 
and  emotional  energy  to  tend  to  the  needs 
of  his  flock.

The  Jewish  National  Fund  is  indeed 
grateful  that  Rabbi  Arnold  Fine  sees  fit 
not  only  to  include  JNF  among  the  several  organizations 
which  benefit  from  his  wisdom  and  energy  but  also  that  his 
name  stands  as  a past  JNF  Negev  Dinner  honoree.

Action  Plan:  Negev 
Land  Reclamation

NIS  36  million.

For  youngsters,  history  is  often  a confusing  subject. 
True,  most  can  memorize  dates  and  facts  which  they 
periodically  regurgitate  for  marks  on  tests.  But  regur- 
gitating history  bears  little  resemblance  to  under- 
standing history.  Hence  the  confusion. 

According  to  Harvard  educational  psychologist  Dr. 
Howard  Gardiner,  educating  for  understanding  means 
that  a student  can  use  the  facts  he  or  she  has  learned 
to  problem  solve  new  situations.  Among  other  purpos- 
es, understanding  history  in  Gardner’s  use  of  the  term 
empowers  people  to  recognize  and  refute  historical 
revisionism. 

That  is  why  I’m  so  delighted  with  the  following  two 
books.  Each  promotes  understanding  by  presenting 
Jewish  and  Israeli  history  within  a broad  context. 
Each  entertains,  informs  and  educates  on  a grand 
scale. 

The  Ancient  World  of  the  Bible 

By  Malcolm  Day 

Viking/Penguin  Books  USA  Inc.  1994 

78  pages  Ages  8 and  up. 

The  Ancient  World  of  the  Bible  is  a beautifully 
designed  and  crafted  reference  book.  It  combines  a 
vibrant  retelling  of  biblical  Jewish  history  with  arche- 
ologically-based  historical  evidence  and  scientifically- 
based  hypotheses. 

Given  the  author’s  background  as  head  of  the 
department  of  Christian  Religion  at  a Khartoum  high 
school,  I was  a little  apprehensive  when  I picked  up 
the  book.  Would  it  have  Christian  or  Islamic  over- 
tones? Would  it  distort  the  Jewish  perception  of  those 
ancient  times?  Happily,  the  answer  to  both  questions 
is  no. 

Instead,  I found  ancient  Jewish  history  come  alive 
in  a way  that  few  other  books  had  ever  achieved.  1 
credit  this  success  to  the  book’s  free-flowing  split  page 
design,  spectacular  graphics,  and  the  author’s  skill 


and  vision  as  both  a researcher  and  storyteller. 

Each  two  page  spread  is  a unique  environ- 
ment overflowing  with  an  intriguing  variety  of 
illustrations,  explanations,  speculations  and  a 
robust  retelling  of  biblical  stories.  The  stories 
look  like  they  are  written  on  parchment.  The 
overall  effect  of  this  layout  is  magnetic,  draw- 
ing the  reader  into  a detailed  scrutiny  of  every 
item  on  the  two  pages. 

As  a result  I now  have  a much  richer  men- 
tal picture  of  numerous  biblical  highlights.  For 
example,  what  is  your  mental  image  of  how 
the  Ark  was  built  and  what  it  probably  looked 
like;  the  same  for  the  Tbwer  of  Babel;  the  wan- 
derings in  the  desert;  the  tabernacle;  the  Tem- 
ple; agriculture  as  an  element  in  the  story  of 
Ruth,  etc.? 

Clear,  colorful  maps  and  a time  line  help 
readers  follow  the  ebb  and  flow  of  peoples, 
events  and  civilizations  from  Abraham’s  time 
to  the  days  of  Prophets  Ezra  and  Nehemiah.  In 
sum,  thoroughly  fascinating! 

Understanding  Israel 

By  Sol  Scharfstein 

Ktav  Publishing  House,  Inc.  1994 

144  pages  Ages  10  and  up. 

Understanding  Israel  is  a breathtaking 
panoramic  overview  of  modern  Israel  that 
includes  a sweeping,  but  surprisingly  thor- 
ough, reprise  of  ancient  Jewish  history. 

As  a reference  book  it  is  timely,  informative 
and  easy  to  use.  Its  voice  is  exuberantly  Zion- 
istic,  its  tone  celebratory  and  its  vision  focused 
on  a future  Israel  enjoying  the  benefits  of  interna 
external  peace. 

Well  organized  and  beautifully  designed,  its 
maps,  photographs,  art  and  stamp  reproduc 
enhance  communications  and  understanding.  Lit 
interest  to  young  readers  has  been  omitted  though 
Eilat  and  Yad  Va'Shem,  to  name  two  specific  items, 
deserve  more  attention. 

Nevertheless,  the  amount  of  detail  in  this  overview 
is  amazing.  I’m  especially  pleased  by  the  use  of  the 
current  peace  process  as  both  an  underlying  theme 
throughout  the  book  and  a subject  in  its  own  right.

FROM  SOUP  TO  NUTS 


Delicious  home-made  substitutes  for  ingredients 


Have  you  every  passed  over  a recipe  because  it  con- 
tained ingredients  that  weren't  kosher  or  you  didn't 
know  where  to  buy  them?  Here  are  a few  that  are  easy 
to  make  at  home  and  will  make  preparing  some  of  these 
recipes  easier. 

Mascarpone  Cheese 

1 quart  whipping  cream 
1 tbsp  fresh  lemon  juice,  strained 

Choose  a stainless  steel  bowl  with  a lip  that  will  fit 
on  the  edge  of  a large  saucepan,  so  that  it  touches  the 
surface  of  the  water  but  the  lip  still  sits  firmly  on  the 
sides  of  the  pan.  Remove  the  bowl,  place  the  saucepan 
over  medium-high  heat  and  bring  the  water  to  a boil. 
Pour  the  cream  into  the  bowl  and  set  over  the  pan  of 
boiling  water.  Lower  the  heat  to  medium  and  warm  the 


cream,  stirring  occasionally  and  check  the  temperature 
often  until  it  reaches  190°.  Stir  in  the  strained  lemon 
juice  and  continue  to  stir  gently  until  the  cream  begins 
to  curdle.  Remove  the  pan  from  the  heat,  cover  the  bowl 
and  let  the  curds  firm  up  a bit  for  10  minutes.  Line  a 
colander  or  strainer  with  several  thicknesses  of  damp- 
ened piece  of  cheesecloth  or  a piece  of  muslin.  Set  the 
strainer  over  a bowl  and  gently  spoon  the  curds  into  the 
strainer.  Let  cool  to  room  temperature,  cover  the  strain- 
er tightly  with  plastic  wrap,  and  chill  for  24  hours  to  let 
the  cheese  finish  draining  and  become  firm.  Transfer 
the  cheese  to  a tightly  covered  container  and  chill.  It 
should  be  used  within  3 days.  Makes  about  1 pound. 

Dried  Tomatoes 

24  fresh  large  Italian  plum  tomatoes 
Sait 

Freshly  ground  pepper 
1/4  cup  balsamic  vinegar 
1/4  cup  minced  fresh  basil 
2 cloves  garlic,  peeled  and  sliced 
Extra  virgin  olive  oil 

Preheat  oven  to  250°.  Cut  tomatoes  in  half  length- 
wise. Scoop  out  any  white  membrane,  seeds  and  juice. 
Place  tomato  halves  cut  side  up  on  a large  baking  sheet. 


Sprinkle  them  lightly  with  salt  and  pepper.  Drizzle  1/4 
tsp  of  vinegar  onto  each  tomato.  Bake  for  3 hours,  until 
most  of  the  vinegar  is  absorbed  and  tomatoes  are  only 
slightly  moist.  Turn  tomatoes  over  and  bake  an  hour 
more.  Turn  again  and  bake  1-2  hours  until  tomatoes  are 
wrinkled  and  leathery.  Cool  tomatoes  in  the  pan  on  a 
rack.  Layer  tomatoes,  basil  and  garlic  in  a 1-quart  ster- 
ilized jar.  Add  enough  oil  to  cover  tomatoes  completely. 
Cover  tightly  and  refrigerate  at  least  1 week  before 
using.  Add  more  oil  as  needed  to  keep  tomatoes  covered 
at  all  times.  They  will  keep  well  refrigerated  for  3 
months.  Makes  4 cups. 

Creme  Fraiche 

2 cups  whipping  cream 
2 tbsp  buttermilk 

In  a container,  whisk 
the  cream  and  buttermilk 
together.  Cover  with  a 
clean  kitchen  towel  and 
let  stand  at  room  temper- 
ature for  24  hours.  This 
will  thicken  slightly.  Cover  container  and  refrigerate.  It 
will  thicken  further  as  it  chills.  This  will  keep  refriger- 
ated up  to  10  days.  Makes  2 cups.

changed  our  clothes,  we  had  none  to 
change  into.  We  were  living  like  ani- 
mals.” 

On  April  1,  Edie  was  among  300  sem- 
inary prisoners  who  volunteered  for 
work  in  a brick  factory  in  Kecskemet  in 
northwestern  Hungary.  Their  arrival 
was  greeted  by  the  Arrow  Cross  - Hun- 
garian Nazis  - brandishing  whips,  rods 
and  brooms  they  used  to  beat  the  new 
recruits  from  both  sides  of  the  walkway 
as  they  were  marched  in. 

In  Kecskemet  she  joined  11,000  Jews 
who  had  been  rounded  up  from  the 


Hungarian  countryside.  Instructed  to 
take  everything  with  them,  many  had 
come  with  wagons  full  of  food,  clothing 
and  valuables.  Everyone  slept  on  the 
floors. 

“The  300  of  us  from  Budapest  had 
nothing,"  Edie  says.  “We  had  no  food,  no 
clothing.  And  the  Jewish  leader  of  the 
camp  - because  the  brick  factory  was 
actually  just  another  holding  camp  - 
told  us  he  didn’t  know  if  the  others 
could  help  us  with  food  because  they 
themselves  had  no  idea  how  long  they 
would  have  to  stay  there.” 

Salvation  for  Edie  appeared  in  the 
person  of  an  elderly  Jewish  physician. 


Beckoning  to  her  and  another  young 
girl,  he  informed  them  they  would  sleep 
rolled  up  in  a blanket  as  pillows  for  his 
wife  and  himself. 

“I  didn’t  know  what  to  make  of  it," 
Edie  says.  But  then  he  explained. 

“You  have  to  understand,"  Dr.  Feld- 
heim  said,  “at  night  the  Nazis  come  in 
and  pick  all  the  attractive  young  girls 
and  take  them  out  for  their  pleasure. 
Before  they  lay  eyes  on  you  I want  you 
to  know  this  is  where  you're  going  to 
sleep  so  they  won’t  find  you." 

What  the  good  physician  had  said 
was  true,  and  the  two  girls,  rolled  up  as 
pillows,  were  untouched. 


Edie  worked  briefly  scrubbing  ket- 
tles in  the  holding  camp  kitchen  until 
she  was  discovered  pilfering  food  for 
other  inmates.  Then,  like  everyone  else, 
she  sat  and  waited. 

On  April  17,  following  a wholesale 
strip  search  of  the  captives  an 
announcement  came:  the  next  morning 
prisoners  would  board  wagons  to  wait- 
ing cattle  cars  bound  for  concentration 
camps.  All  belongings  were  to  be  left 
behind. 

Edie  volunteered  to  help  with  the 
sick  and  infirm.

the  unknown 

modigliani 


In  order  to  celebrate  the 
arrival  of  spring,  we  drove  to 
Montreal  to  see  The  Unknown 
Modigliani  exhibition  at  the 
Montreal  Museum  of  Fine  Arts. 
Accompanying  the  exhibition, 
which  consists  of  works  collected 
by  his  friend  and  patron,  Dr. 
Paul  Alexandre,  is  a video  giving 
the  audience  a sense  of  the  per- 
son, Amedeo  Modigliani  (1884- 
1920).  The  film  included  inter- 
views with  his  daughter  who 
was  19  months  when  her  father 
tragically  died  of  tuberculosis  at 
the  age  of  35  and  when  her 
mother  committed  suicide  the 
following  day. 

His  daughter  has  written  a 
book  about  the  legends  built  up 
around  her  father  from  his  Jew- 
ish-Italian  roots,  his  life  in  Italy 
and  finally  to  his  career  in  Paris. 
It  must  have  been  difficult  for 
her  when  report  after  report 
exposed  her  father  as  an  alco- 
holic, a drug  addict  and  a wom- 
anizer. Did  this  insistent  state  of 
intoxication  contribute  to  the 
distortion  of  faces  and  the  elon- 
gation of  the  features?  If  it  did,  it 
is  surely  not  his  only  source  of 
inspiration. 

The  curator  of  the  exhibition 
appropriately  displays  African 
figures  and  a 4,000-year-old 
Cycladic  figure  from  the  Aegean 
Islands  adjacent  to  Modigliani’s 
drawings  to  establish  the 


remarkable  likeness.  Modigliani 
would  have  known  similar 
works  which  were  on  display 
and  in  vogue  at  the  time.  In 
addition,  the  contemporary 
sculptor  Constantin  Brancusi 
was  also  experimenting  with 
long,  sinuous  forms  and  minimal 
amount  of  detail.  All  of  these 
artists  were  in  search  of  the 
ideal  beauty. 

If  Modigliani  was  in  a con- 
stant state  of  inebriation,  it  was 
not  transmitted  to  his  sober 
compositions  or  his  confident 
lines.  The  result  is  pure  harmo- 
ny. The  imaginative  variations 
of  poses  are  documented  in  his 
stylized  theatrical  and  circus  fig- 
ures, his  caryatids  which  func- 
tion as  an  architectural  support, 
his  sensuous  nudes  and  his 
expressive  portraits. 

The  majority  of  works  in  this 
exhibition  are  drawings  but 
there  are  a few  oil  paintings. 
One  in  particular,  The  Amazon, 
1909,  emphasizes  the  frustra- 
tions of  an  artist  painting  to 
please  a patron.  The  Baroness 
Marguerite  de  Hasse  de  Villers 
commissioned  Modigliani  to 
paint  her  portrait  as  an  eques- 
trian wearing  the  traditional  red 
riding  jacket.  The  artist  was  not 
satisfied  with  the  result  and 
decided  to  paint  the  jacket  yel- 
low. Displeased,  the  baroness 
refused  the  painting.  However, 


the  public  was  not  displeased 
when  it  was  exhibited  at  the 
Salon  des  Independents  in  Paris 
in  1909,  nor  were  we  displeased 
by  the  striking  beauty  of  the  fig- 
ure. 

Fortunately,  Dr.  Alexandre 
gave  Modigliani  unconditional 
support:  “I  saw  him  almost  every 
day,  shared  his  plans,  his  likes 
and  dislikes,  his  sorrows  and  his 
joys.  The  man  was  as  attractive 
as  his  work  . . . From  the  day  of 
our  first  meeting  I was  struck  by 
his  remarkable  artisitc  gifts,  and 
I begged  him  not  to  destroy  a 
single  sketch  book  or  a single 
study.  1 put  the  meagre 
resources  I could  spare  at  his 
disposal.” 

The  maturing  of  Modigliani’s 
style  is  discernible  thanks  to 
Alexandre’s  collecting  and  orga- 
nizing the  large  body  of  works 
for  this  ambitious  show  which 
runs  until  April  28.

Michael  Landau  and  Faye  Goldman 
have  donated  $100,000  to  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  Community  Foundation  (OJCF). 

Five  years  ago,  Michael,  an  Ottawa 
native,  returned  to  this  city  to  open  a den- 
tistry practice  after  practising  in  Toronto 
for  three  years,  and  Faye  began  her  resi- 
dence program  in  family  medicine  at  the 
University  of  Ottawa.

"It  was  a nightmare.  Some 
of  the  people  we  were  carrying 
had  gone  mad  and  were  beat- 
ing us  and  we  still  had  to  carry 
them.  Even  if  they  were  dead 
you  had  to  put  them  into  wag- 
ons because  to  the  Nazis  the 
numbers  were  all-important," 
she  says. 

Just  as  the  last  of  the  80  vol- 
unteers were  climbing  onto  a 
wagon,  Allied  bombing  along 
the  rail  line  buried  Edie  under 
a pile  of  debris. 

“When  I came  to  it  was  late 
and  getting  dark  and  I was 
quite  dazed,"  she  says.  "I  heard 
a sound  - pssst  - and  discov- 
ered another  woman  who  had 
had  the  same  experience.  I 
started  running  around  the 
padlocked  wagons  searching 
for  my  friend  when  somebody 
called  out  ‘Haiti’  in  German.” 
Within  minutes  she  was  stand- 
ing before  the  camp  comman- 
der, the  dreaded  sadist,  Zoldi. 

Edie  was  petrified.  Only 
that  morning  she  had  seen 
Zoldi  gently  approach  a young 
couple  carrying  their  newborn 
baby  in  a basket  between  them. 
“May  I?”  he  had  inquired,  smil- 
ing kindly.  Then  he  had  taken 
the  basket,  looked  the  young 
couple  directly  in  the  eyes  and 
said,  “This  you  won’t  need 
where  you’re  going,"  and  flung 
baby  and  basket  against  a 
brick  wall. 

But  luck  was  with  Edie. 
Whether  Zoldi  did  not  want  to 
be  diverted  from  his  task  of 
dividing  up  the  Jewish  booty  or 
whether  he  recognized  her  as 
the  little  girl  who  had  lived  up 
the  street  from  his  mother’s 
tobacco  shop,  Edie  doesn't 
know.  But  he  bought  her  quick- 
ly trumped  up  story  about  los- 
ing her  papers  during  the 
bombing  while  delivering 
orders  for  some  vague  compa- 
ny. 

“Here,"  he  said,  putting  his 
signature  to  a paper  bearing 
the  false  name  she'd  given  him, 
"you  can  take  the  next  train. 
This  will  identify  that  you  are 
okay.” 

At  the  station  she  encoun- 
tered her  fellow  survivor  and 
added  her  name  to  the  precious  5 


document.  Terrified,  despite 
the  paper  they  carried,  the  pair 
boarded  the  far  side  of  the  last 
car  of  the  train  and  sat  on  the 
steps  for  the  night-long  ride  to 
Budapest.  As  the  train  slowed 
down  on  the  city’s  outskirts, 
they  jumped  off  and,  on  foot, 
made  their  way  through  the 
back  alleyways  and  dark  side 
streets  into  the  heart  of 
Budapest. 

Edie  found  refuge  at  the 
home  of  her  family  physician. 
The  doctor’s  wife  arranged  to 
procure  papers  for  Edie  from  a 
niece  who  lived  in  the  country- 
side. However,  getting  the 
papers  to  Budapest  would  take 
time  and,  since  the  doctor’s 
home  was  under  Nazi  surveil- 
lance, Edie  was  brought  to  wait 
in  a small,  solitary  house  situ- 
ated in  a lumberyard. 

“I  was  all  alone  in  that  dark 
house  for  days,"  Edie  says. 
‘The  lumberyard  was  beside  a 
railroad  track  and  every  night  I 
wouid  watch  the  partisans 
pushing  the  German  train  all 
the  way  back  to  Tito’s  line.  The 
next  day  the  Germans  would 
arrive  and  curse  them.  I didn’t 
dare  turn  on  a light  to  read  so 
that  was  my  entertainment,  to 
watch  them  every  night." 

Once  the  papers  arrived 
Edie  was  taken  back  to  the 
physician's  home  where,  in  the 
middle  of  raging  war,  she 
underwent  an  emergency  ton- 
sillectomy. 

Recovered,  she  was  hidden 
with  others  in  the  basement  of 
an  apartment  building,  there 
subsisting  on  dried  peas  and 
beans  cooked  in  a snow-filled 
pot  over  a fire  made  from  bro- 
ken furniture. 

Having  papers  allowed  her 
to  emerge  occasionally  to  con- 
duct searches  for  her  sisters. 
On  one  such  excursion  she  was 
wounded  by  a pistol  shot;  on 
several  others  she  witnessed 
long  lines  of  chained  Jews 
being  shot  and  thrown  into  the 
icy  waters  of  the  Danube  River. 
Her  searches  proved  futile. 

Liberation  came  on  January 
18,  1945  when  four  armed  Russ- 
ian soldiers  entered  the  base- 
ment shelter.  One  of  the  Rus- 
sians started  yelling:  “Ilona! 
You  have  an  Ilona!  Ilona." 

As  the  others  watched  in 


horror,  a frightened  little  girl 
named  Ilona  slowly  raised  her 
hand. 

“We  stood  there  shaking  like 
leaves,  helpless,  sure  she 
would  be  raped,"  Edie  said. 
“But  to  our  amazement  the 
Russian  began  caressing  her, 
murmuring  endearments, 
pulling  chocolates,  bread, 
crackers  from  his  pockets. 
Someone  who  understood  a lit- 
tle Russian  made  out  that  the 
soldier  had  married  an  Ilona 
just  before  he  was  taken  into 
the  army  and  wanted  to  find  an 
Ilona  so  he  could  give  some- 
thing to  her." 


The  next  day  Edie  located 
her  father  and  his  new  wife  in 
the  ghetto.  “Conditions  were 
terrible.  No  food,  no  nothing. 
Women  being  raped.” 

The  trio  returned  to  the 
Ronas’  pre-war  apartment  and 
Edie  started  running  between 
Budapest  and  Vienna  in  search 
of  her  sisters.  Four  months 
after  liberation  she  walked  past 
two  skeletal  forms  in  the  lobby 
of  her  apartment  building. 
Turning  around,  she  recognized 
her  sisters;  they  had  survived 
the  horrors  of  Bergen-Belsen. 

The  three  sisters  eventually 
immigrated  to  live  with  an 


uncle  in  New  Jersey.  Edie  was 
21.  She  learned  English,  lived 
and  worked  in  New  York  and 
had  a brief  marriage  which 
ended  in  divorce. 

In  the  spring  of  1959  Edie 
joined  a friend  who  was  going 
to  visit  with  a doctor  in  Ste. 
Agathe.  A young  Montreal  psy- 
chiatrist, Dr.  Erwin  Koranyi, 
was  also  visiting. 

“The  other  two  played  cards 
and  Erwin  and  I sat  up  talking 
for  hours,"  Edie  says  with  a 
smile. 

The  Koranyis  will  celebrate 
their  38th  wedding  anniver- 
sary in  November.
